To the Inhabitants of the Town of Greenfield qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said town, on 
the tenth day of March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1st. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensuing. 


2nd. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Treasurer, Road Agent, 
Overseer of the Poor, School Board, Liquor Agent, Library Trustees, 
and Auditors, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


3d. To see whatsum of money the town will vote to raise to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriations of the 
same. 


4th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to re- 
pair highways, and appropriate the same. 


5th. To seeif the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to hire a 
sum of money to pay town debts, or take any action relating thereto. 


6th. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to bor- 
row money at a low rate of interest to pay note at Newburyport savy- 
ings bank. 


7th. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to hire 
money in the town at a rate not to exceed four per cent. per annum, 
and exempt the same from taxation. 


Sth. To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to oppose the 
appeal of George S. Peavey and others from the refusal of the Select- 
men to lay out a highway from the Forest road to Otter lake. 


9th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the protection from fire, or take any action relating 
thereto. 


10th. To see if the town will vote to raiseand appropriate one hun- 
dred and twenty-five dollars for the Greenfield public library in addi- 
tion to what is required to be raised by law, or take any action relat- 
ing thereto. 


lith. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate twenty- 
five dollars for the Veterans’ Association, of Greenfield, for Memorial 
Day. ; 
12th. To see if the town will vote to putin a furnace for heating 
the building occupied as a town hall and church, and raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of three hundred dollars for that purpose, or take 
any action relating to heating the building. 

13th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of one hundred dollars for grading and improving Greenvale ceme- 
tery, to be expended under the supervision of the Selectmen, or take 
any other action relating thereto. 


14th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of one hundred and twenty-five dollars to repair the ceiling in the 
town hall, or take any action relating thereto. 


15th. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.
